SENDS MESSAGE TO HAIG 


on 
Mr. Wilscm Congratulates 
Him 


Stand' and Predicts Victory. 


President Wilson cabled Field Mar- 


shal Haig congratulating him on the 
British stand against the German of- 
lensivo and predicting a final victory. 


The president's message read: 
"May 
I not express to you m> warm 


admiration of the splendid steadfast- 
ness and valor with which your troops 
have withstood the 
German onset 


and the perfect confidence all Ameri- 
cans feel that you will win a secure 
and final victory." 


Members of the allied1 military mis- 


sions said that in the nature of the 
fighting on the west front the Ger- 
mans must be 'losing at least 100,000 
men a day. They made this deduction 
from the German's plan of massed at- 
tack, the number of troops they are 
employing and the strength of the al- 
lied resistance. 


The allied Tosses, it was declared, 


would be far less than those of the 
Germans, because they are fighting 
on the defensive. 


German statements that American 


troops had taken part In the fighting 
on the British front in France has not 
been conflrrmed. 
Officials, including

Farmers' Wheat. 


A number of Adami county farmer* 


have been Miking for dates on the amount 
of flour they may hold if it a made from 
wheat which they themselves have grown 
ID reply to this the following ruling is 
made public to become effective on Mon 
day 25th 


1. A farmer may take wheat of bis 


own raising to the mill for grinding, in 
sufficient quantity to meet his bouseholl 
needs to September 1, 1918, and may re- 
ceive its equivalent in wheat flour. 


2. No farmer is permitted to make a 


sale of wheat flour in any quantity under 
penalty of the law. 


3. Purchases of wheat flour by,farm 


ere are governed by the same rules as ap 
ply to purchases by the general public. 
Millers and retail dealers will sell wheat 
flour to farmers in quantity to meet 
household requirements for thirty days, 
when such wheat flour sale is accotnpa 
nied by a sale in combination of an equal 
weight in official cereal substitutes. This 
sale of cereal substitutes may be waived 
by miller or dealer in cases where farm 
ere certify in writing to the previous pos- 
session of such substitutes in the quantity 
specified, together with an agreement to 
use the substitutes in equal quantity, in 
connection with the wheat flour for fami 
ly consumption. 


4. Nothing in these rules shall be con- 


strued as exempting farmers from making 
the Official Householder's Flour Report 
of flour on hand, etc.

America has 2,139.554 men under arms, according to figures an-

In this season and at this time when 


thousands of our joung troops are be- 
ing mobilized for the National army 
and are, of necessity, exposed to un- 
usual conditions often producing nerv- 
ous chills, is the wise time to econo- 
mize on soap. Again, when the cost 
of living is so high all along the line, 
It will be an economy to use less soap 
as it is a much-abused article. It is not 
necessary, as so many seem to think, 
to have a stiff, creamy lather in order 
to dissolve the dirt that is filling up 
the pores of the skin. On the. contrary, 
very little soap—pure soap—is re- 
quired to break up the dirt and per- 
mit the water to remove it from the 
pores so that the glands may perform 
their normal duty. 


The pores are the openings on the 


surface of the skin of the sweat glands 
and must be kept clear and free from 
either dirt, soap or any matter that 
would tend to interfere with their ac- 
tion in the elimination of perspiration. 
Imperlect action of the s \\eat glands is 
a source of disease, \anous matteis 
accumulating in the NJstein, vlnch 
Mould <.ih<'r\\isi> be eliminated.

"In America we have no such prob- 


lem of the shortage of fats. As a by- 
product of our cotton industries we 
have an annual production of 150,000,- 
000 gallons of oil, and we have the soil 
and climate suitable for the production 
of other vegetable fats. 
Among the 


most promising of such fat producing 
crops is the soy bean. 


"The soy bean is a sort of vegetable 


live stock. All the arguments in favor 


r of live stock apply to^this distinctive 
' plant Its growth enriches the soil l»y 


the extraction of nitrogen from the air, 
hence it is a. source of actual gaining 
in soil fertility. The soy bean in our 
Southern states yields thirty bushels to 
the acre—one-third ot the product be- 
ing oil and another third protein. Both 
elements are excellent human foods, 
and it is only a question of learning 
how to work them up toto a palatable 
form."

from all classes and creeds of the citi- 
zens. 


The Jewish pilgrims arc the least in 


numbers. Their chief point of sacred 
interest is that portion of the ancient 
v, all of the fortifications of their form- 
er temple on Mount Moriah, commonly 
known as the "Wall of Wailing." or 
"Jewish Wailing Place." 
The Mount 


of Olives, the Tombs of the Prophets, 
and other minor landmarks of bygone 
asos when they owned the land are 
objects of veneration. Added to these 


lem pilgrimage at the same season was 
not an unnecessary preparedness. 


Religious services were almost con- 


tinuous day and night through Lent, 
all mosques and Christian churches be- 
ing open to the worshipers. The fast 
of Lent is rigidly observed by the 
Greek, Russian, Armenian, Syriac and 
Coptic sects. Their diet is limited to 
bread, vegetal les. fruit and vegetable 
oils, and on special days, only a little 
fish is allowed. The Catholic commu- 
nity abstains from animal flesh diet, 
but not from eggs, butter and milk. 


Land Hurt by the War. 


This season is also important in a 


commercial sense. 
The manufacture 


of all kinds of relics and souvenirs 
occupies many of the citizens of Jeru- 
salem and Bethlehem during the rest 
of the year. These are bought by the, 
pilgrims in great quantities, not only 
for themsehes, but also for those at 
home who could not make the pilgrim- 
age. These devotees, who, as a rule, 
live in the Holy Land from Christmas 
to Easter, visiting all its sacred shrines 
and hallowed cities, bring much money 
into the country, also merchandise for 
sale, hence the failure of the pilgrim 
visitors since the beginning of the de- 
vastuting European war has caused 
unmitigated suffering in Palestine. 


Early in the morning of Palm Sun- 


day the patriarchs of the above men- 
tioned Christian sects give personally 
a genuine date-palm branch to any per- 
son -who will come forward to the offi- 
ciating hierarch and accept it.

The shortage is such that the metal 
now costs $98 an ounce! But for that 
very reason—because it is doubly 
precious—some unthinking persons de- 
sire it all the more to adorn them- 
selves.

To adorn one's 
silly self, at the expense of one's coun- 
try's safety! Surely there is no Amer- 
ican woman so selfish, when once she 
knows the truth. Surely no one de- 
sires to be more beautiful at the cost 
of blood.

tells of the necessity of the army doctors 
caring for the civilian population in 
France and gives a number of other inci 
dents of life back from the main battle 
line. He Bays: 


"The French people do intensive farm- 


ing about here. The soil is very ferule 
and produce* abundantly. Mining; of coal 
is another induetry and yet it seems hard 
to get for fuel, It seems to be worth its 
weight in gold when-we try to buy some. 
I suppose this is doe to the great demand 
and limited labor. 


"Nighte are moonlight at present and 


«yer) night we can hear bombs and raids 
over the towns and villages nearer the 
front 
W« often watch the shells of the

anti aircraft defenses over the towns, can 
see the flare from the bursting shells high 
in the air as they explode forming a bar 
rage to keep enemy bombing planes 
away. Our scout planes fly about here 
in the night carrying lights and dropping 
flares as they signal to each other. One 
daily hears the usual artillery action on 
the front, which seems to be intense dur- 
ing the past few days. 


"All the villages about here have many 


troops 'en repos.' There seems to be a 
yon leave-me-alone an'd 1'11-leave-you- 
alone situation. It would be «asy for the 
Boche to demolish with their artillery 
the villages around here but of coarse, 
that would bring about the destruction of 
those back of their own lines, eo they 
don't do it, 


"The regiment has daily parade drills, 


athletic contest*, foot ball, and so on. 
Everything is done to keep th« men in 
good physical condition. Tommy gets 


several half holidays during the week 
and after church parade on Sunday he 
is free. He certainly earns this freedom 
for he has bad a strenuous time tor sever- 
al months at the front. 


•'There are no civilian doctors about 


here so I have daily many French civil 
ians requiring medical attention. They 
come to aid post and those who are bed- 
fast I visit in their homes. 


"I have a nice room in a French billet 


with two English officers. It is in an es 
taminent or place where French wine is 
sold. Wi.ie is the national drink of 
France 
People drink it about the same 


as the Americans drink beer. One sees 
hundreds of these estamineta in the vil- 
lage* and along the country roads. They 
pay a small government license for the 
privilege. Wines sold are usually low in 
percentage of alcohol and I have never 
teen any one intoxicated."

Daylight Saving 


Will Not Disrupt. 


Washington, March 20 —The daylight 


saving bill was signed by President Wil- 
son. 


It puts clocks forward an hour, the last 


Sunday in March (March 31) and turns 
them back again the last Sunday in Oc- 
tober (October L>7). 


The daylight saving bill will go into 


effect and be observed without the slight- 
est disorganization or impairment of ex- 
isting conditions. Trains will run as 
usual. Every feature of daily life into 
which the element of time enters will re 
main unchanged. 


Before retiring the last Saturday of this 


month, the American householder will 
set hie clock an hour ahead. He then 
may go to sleep and forget entirely about 
daylight saving until the last Saturday o 
October. 


On that date, he will reverse the pro 


cess, turning back the hands of the clock 
an hour. The next day the nation again 
will run on "sun" time' 


la the summer the American man ac 


tually rise.will transact his daily business 
and retire an hour earlier than ,has been 
his custom. With his clock an hour fast 
he will not know the difference. An hour 
of daylight thus will be saved in the af 
ternoon. 


The plan's practicability and efficiency 


have been demonstrated in twelve Euro 
pean countries. Advocates of the plan 
presenting their case to congress, explain 
ed the following beneficial results woulu 
be achieved: 


A great saving of illuminants, such as 


oil, gas and electric power. 


Marked conservation of coal. 
Increased manufacturing production as 


the improvement in working conditions. 


General benefits to the national health 


because of an additional hour of dayligh 
which may be devoted to recreation. 


Reduction in the cost of living to somi 


who can raise garden truck for domestic 
consumption. Improvements of training 
conditions for the fighting forces. 


The shoe factory whistle will be blown 


at 5:45 a. m.; the public schools will clos< 
in the afternoon at 8 o'clock and we'll al 
go to bed an hour earlier than we now do 
after 2 a. m. Easter Sunday. And schools 
and churches will all start their sessioni 
an hour earlier than they now do. Tin 
college boys for instance will go to thei 
first class at seven o'clock, though thi 
hands in the tower will point to eight. 


We will eat supper an hour earlier than 


we now do and have a long evening 
ahead of us 


The stores, naturally will open an hou 


earlier than they now do, all other in 
dustries will do the same, but will go t< 
work at seven, or eight o'clock, by th 
clock, just the Hame as before the nev 
law went into effect 


The only way we'll be supposed tc 


know how we are being fooled is when 
we go to bed on Saturday evenine before 
Easter. We'll just turn the clock ah eat 
an hour, retire, and get up the nex 
morning in time for Sunday school or 
church without being supposed to realize 
that we slept an hour lees than usual dur- 
ing the night.

Six more cases of smallpox were discov-

The new cases 
are in Newberry and Fnirview townships, 
while an active investigation of every caee 
of skin eruption is being made, it was re- 
ported that there are no new cases in the 
city. 


April 1, 1918, is the final day al- 


lowed under the federal litcome tax 
law for the filing of federal Income 
tax returns. Persons who are requir- 
ed to file returns under the provisions 
of law and who fall to get their r* 
turns In on time are subject to se- 
vere penalties, as follows* 


For making false or fraudulent re- 


turn, not exceeding $2,000 or not ex- 
ceeding one /ear's imprisonment, or 
both, In the discretion of the court, 
and, in addition, 100 per cent of the 
tax evaded. 


For falling to make return on time,; 


not less than $20 nor more than $1,- 
000, and, In addition, 50 per cent of 
the amount of tax due. 


If on account of illness or absence 


from home you are unable to render 
your return within the time prescribed 
by law you may obtain an extension 
of 30 days If a request therefor is filed 
with the collector of your district be- 
fore the due date of the return. In 
this request you must state the rea- 
son why the return cannot be filed 
within the time prescribed by law. 
j 


Collectors of internal - revenue are. 


not authorized to grant extensions of 
more than 30 days, but the commis- 
sioner of Internal revenue has author- 
ity to grant a reasonable extension 
beyond 30 days In meritorious cases. 
If you desire an extension of more 
than 30 days your request should be 
addressed to the commissioner and 
should contain a detailed statement 
covering the reasons which make it 
impossible for you to file your return 
on or before April 1. 


The internal revenue men are now 


completing their tour of the country, 
during which they were in touch with 
the people of every city and town. If 
you failed to get in touch with the 
deputy which visited your section it Is 
not too late to get advice. 
Consult 


your postmaster as to where the near- 
est deputy is now. Get your blank 
form, study the directions and the re- 
quirements as shown thereon 
and 


make your return without fail if your 
income was sufficient to come within 
the bounds named in the law. 


It is pointed out by Commissioner 


Roper that It is important that the 
people comply with the federal laws 
as fully as they are complying with 
the drafts for men and the conserva- 
tion of foods and fuel. "The war must 
be paid for," says Commissioner Roper. 
"Congress has as much right to con- 
script a just portion of income as it 
lias to conscript our boys. 
The tax 


for 1917 Is designed to reach moder- 
ate as well as large Incomes, so that 
all persons who are In financial posi- 
tion to bear a portion of the heavy 
government expenses can be assessed 
in proportion to their ability to pay. 


"The man who Is barely making a 


living or barely supporting a family 
is not affected by the 1917 law. 
But 


the man who is able to bear a share 
of the burden has been reached by 
the new law, and he should acr-ept his 
responsibility in the same patriotic 
spirit that our young men have shown 
In offering themselves for this great 
purpose of the country to make the 
world safe for people of all kinds to 
live In and to govern themselves." 


This tax is one which recognizes 


women as on an equal basis with men. 
The unmarried woman or the married 
woman with a salary must make tax 
return just the same as any man. Only 
the woman supporting her mother or 
other members of her family may take 
out $2,000 exemption. 


Under the law the head of the fami- 


ly is the one whose earning power con- 
tributes to the family's support. 


Similarly a widow with small chil- 


dren to support can take out $2,000 
exemption and $200 additional exemp- 
tion for each of her children under 
eighteen. 
Thus it is intended that 


the law shall work no hardship to wo- 
men having to struggle to get along. 
But each must file return if her in- 
come is $1,000. 


A man whose wife dies and who, is 


left with small children to support 
upon a moderate Income may also take 
full exemption under the new tax law 
and also claim $200 exemption for 
each of his children under eighteen. 


The wldotver under the law is a 


single man and must make tax re- 
turn accordingly. Married men need 
not file returns unless they are earn- 
ing $2,000 or more. 


"This is as much a national obliga- 


tion as the reporting for duty of a man 
drafted for service with the colors," 
says D. C. Roper, commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue. 
"As it stands, it is 


much a matter of the man or wo- 
man's own conscience. It is for him 
or for her to determine just how far 
he is liable to the tax. He must figure 
his own income and if It reaches the 
(figures named In the l*™ must make 
faithful report upon It to the proper 
authority. 


"This tax Is distinctly a war meas- 


ure and will be in effect during the 
war. 


"This Is a people's tax—It reaches 


right down Into the pockets of the 
small wage earner; It makes him a 
partner In the job of winning the 
war."
